Black Robes Destroy Property 
Rights

Five black robed Supreme 
Court Justices named Stevens, Souter, 
Ginsburg, Kennedy, and Breyer have 
shocked the nation by ruling that 
government officials have the power to 
condemn your property and order you to 
vacate it. 

These five “justices” have ruled 
that the United States Constitution’s 
Fifth Amendment is truly meaningless. 
Their ruling in the Kelo v. City of New 
London case declared that Americans 
own nothing for certain. After declaring 
that all private property is subject to the 
whim of a government official, it’s just a 
short trip to declaring that government 
can confiscate anything we own; 
anything we create. 

The Supreme Court has 
nothing to do but defend the 
Constitution and keep it the pure 
document the Founding Fathers created 
to recognize and protect the rights with 
which we were born. And yet, they have 
obviously missed the Federalist Papers, 
which were written by many of the 
Founders to explain to the American 
people how they envisioned the new 
government would work. They have 
missed the writings of James Madison, 
Thomas Jefferson, John Adams and 
George Washington, just to mention a 
very few. 

Our Founding Fathers left no 
doubt as to where they stood on the vital 
importance of private property. John 
Locke, the man whom the Founders 
followed as they created this nation 
said, “Government has no other end 
than the preservation of property.” John 
Adams said, “The moment the idea is 
admitted into society that property is not 
as sacred as the laws of God; and there 
is not a force of law and public justice to 


protect it, anarchy and tyranny 
commence." 

One would be hard pressed to 
find a single word of the Founding 
Fathers to support the premise in Kelo 
that it’s okay to take private property for 
economic development. To the contrary, 
they understood that the root of 
economic prosperity is the protection of 
private property. 

So how did Stevens, Souter, 
Ginsburg, Kennedy, and Breyer miss 
such a rock solid foundation of 
American law? Perhaps they didn’t. 
Perhaps they chose to ignore it in favor 
of another agenda. Specifically, the 
United Nation's Agenda 21. 

For several years, certain 
members of the Supreme Court have 
been discussing the need to review 
international law and foreign court 
decisions to determine U.S. Supreme 
Court rulings. Justice Breyer has been 
the most outspoken for this policy, 
saying, “We face an increasing number 
of domestic legal questions that directly 
implicate foreign or international law." 

What international laws are 
these? In general, the most pervasive 
are a series of UN treaties, including 
several that address issues of climate, 
resource use, biological diversity, and 
community development. Specifically, 
Agenda 21, signed by the U.S. at the 
UN’s Earth Summit in 1992, calls for 
implementing what former Vice 
President Al Gore called a “wrenching 
transformation” of our nation, through a 
policy called Sustainable Development. 

Sustainable Development is 
top-down control, a ruling principle that 
affects nearly every aspect of our lives, 
including; the kind of homes we may live 
in; water policy that dictates the amount 
each American may use in a day; 
drastic reductions of energy use; the 
imposition of public transportation; even 


the number of inhabitants that may be 
allowed inside city borders. Most 
Americans have heard of a small part of 
this policy operating under the name 
Smart Growth. Agenda 21 outlines 
specific goals and a tight timetable for 
implementation. In June, 2005, the UN 
held a major gathering in San Francisco 
where the mayors of cities from across 
the nation and around the world 
gathered to pledge to impose 
Sustainable polices. 

In order to meet such goals, 
federal, state and local governments are 
scrambling to impose strict policies on 
development and land use. The misuse 
of Eminent Domain has become a 
favorite tool. Sustainable Development 
calls for partnerships between the public 
sector (your local government) and 
private businesses. 

As public/private partnerships 
move to enforce Sustainable 
Development in local communities, an 
unholy alliance is also forming, allowing 
politicians to line their pockets and gain 
power as they partner with select 
businesses and developers. They plot to 
take land that isn’t theirs for personal 
gain, while claiming it’s for the “public 
good.” That’s all the excuse they’ve 
needed to hide their true intent. 

However, as such theft via 
eminent domain has spread across the 
nation in the name of community 
development and environmental 
protections American had started to fight 
back to protect their property. In 
Oregon, people shocked lawmakers by 
passing Measure 37, which says the 
government must either pay full price for 
any land taken, or waive the regulation 
and leave the property owner alone. In 
Wisconsin, the state legislature passed 
a bill to stop Smart Growth policies that 
are destroying property owners. In 
Michigan, the state Supreme Court

U.N. Zeroes In on Small Arms 

United Nations- An estimated 
100,000 people were killed in conflicts in 
2003 by small arms, which have inflicted 
more deaths than conventional 
weapons, a survey said Monday. 

Small and light arms accounted 
for 60 to 90 per cent of all direct war 
deaths in all phases of contemporary 
conflict by causing injury and death 
during fighting, said the independent 
Graduate Institute of International 
Studies in Geneva. 

The study said post-conflict 
regions have also experienced violence 
at levels higher than during armed 
conflict because of continued existence 
of firearms. 

"The task of post-conflict 

rebuilding and reconciliation is made 
much more difficult by the large 
numbers of arms that remain in 
circulation in most conflict zones," said 
Keith Krause, who heads the Small 

Arms Survey at the Geneva institute. 

"The international community is 
only starting to meet this critical 

disarmament challenge," he said. 

The survey was published at 
U.N. headquarters in New York to 
coincide with a meeting on the issue of 
small and light weapons. 

The U.N. said a total of 115 
countries have submitted reports of 
weapons productions to the register at 
the beginning of 2005. 

Small and light weapons 

include handguns, rifles and assault- 
rifles, machine guns, grenades and 
grenade launchers. The U.N. said there 
are an estimated 600 million such 
weapons, both legal and those illicitly 
obtained, in circulation around the world. 
The industry for small arms is worth $4 
billion a year. 

The main exporters of small 
and light weapons in 2002 include the 


U.S., Italy, Brazil, Germany, Belgium, 
Russia and China. 

The study said arms exports by 
Pakistan and North Korea have 
remained a mystery. 

The top importers are the U.S., 
Cyprus, Saudi Arabia and South Korea. 

The Geneva survey said 
Northeast Asia is home to an arsenal of 
22 million to 42 million firearms while 
people in the Middle East may hold 
between 45 million to 90 million 
firearms.

Lone U.S. Senator Fights U.N. 
Gun Control 

Senator David Vitter (R-LA) is 
readying a bill that would block the 
United Nations from implementing gun 
control measures affecting U.S. citizens. 

Entitled the "UN Second 
Amendment Protection Act of 2005," the 
bill does still not have a number, as Sen. 
Vitter is trying to get cosponsors to join 
him. 

Gun owners across America 
are increasingly victorious in legislative 
and elective battles at the local, state 
and national levels. Nevertheless, anti¬ 
gun internationalists, long burrowed in 
the UN, are planning massive 
international gun control measures. 

This week, the UN is holding 
the second biennial meeting of States to 
consider the implementation of the 
Program of Action to Prevent, Combat 
and Eradicate the Illicit Trade in Small 
Arms and Light Weapons in All Its 
Aspects. 

Though couched in the flowery 
rhetoric of protecting victims of violence, 
the goal of the conference is nothing 
short of global gun control. The rabid 
gun banners to our north would seem to 
agree. "From Canada's perspective.... 
serious attention should be given to the 
regulation of civilian possession of small 
arms," said Tim Martin, head of 
Canada's delegation to the conference. 

Sen. Vitter has documented for 
his senate colleagues some of the most 
egregious U.N. proposals, including: 

* A comprehensive program for 
worldwide gun control and a total ban on 
certain types of firearms; 

* The establishment of an 
international tracking certificate which 
would be used to ensure UN monitoring 
control over the export, import, transit, 
stocking, and storage of legal small 
arms and light weapons; 


* Worldwide record keeping for 
an indefinite amount of time on the 
manufacture, holding and transfer of 
small arms and light weapons; 

* National registries and 
tracking lists of all legal firearms. 

"The U.N. has no business 
interfering with our Second Amendment 
rights guaranteed by our Founding 
Fathers," Sen. Vitter said. 

Much of the UN's agenda was 
conceived in a 1995 proposal, and then 
adopted as a Program of Action in 2001. 
At that time, then-Under Secretary of 
State for Arms Control and International 
Security John Bolton led the U.S. 
opposition to the Program, which the 
U.S. has neither signed nor ratified. 

Sen. Vitter's bill will prohibit any 
U.S. funding to the UN unless the 
President certifies that the world body 
"has not taken action to restrict, attempt 
to restrict or otherwise adversely infringe 
upon the rights of individuals in the 
United States to possess a firearm or 
ammunition."

"One Nation Under 
Surveillance" 

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - Military 
authorities Wednesday began 
investigating whether a California 
National Guard unit was created to spy 
on citizens, as dozens of demonstrators 
confronted Guard officials while armed 
soldiers stood by. 

The federal probe of the 
nation's largest National Guard force 
involves the U.S. Army's inspector 
general, the National Guard Bureau's IG 
and the NGB's legal division. 

The unit has raised concern 
among peace activists that the Guard is 
resorting to the same type of civilian 
monitoring that helped fuel Vietnam 
War-era protests. During the 1960s and 
1970s, the military collected information 
on more than 100,000 Americans. Such 
monitoring, while not illegal, would be a 
departure for the Guard. 

"These are your mothers, 
grandmothers and neighbors," said 
George Main, president of Veterans for 
Peace. "They are not potential terrorist 
threats." 

Under scrutiny is a California 
National Guard unit with a tongue- 




twisting name: the Information 

Synchronization, Knowledge 

Management and Intelligence Fusion 
program. It was established last year, 
and came to public light after a recent 
story in the San Jose Mercury News. 

Investigators also are looking 
into the Guard's monitoring of a 
Mother's Day anti-war demonstration at 
the state Capitol. The activities were 
documented in e-mails originating in 
Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger's press 
office and made public by the 
newspaper. 

That monitoring was by a 
second unit, the Guard's Domestic 
Watch Center. Both units were under 
the command of Col. Jeff Davis, who 
has since retired and left the state. 

Guard spokesman Lt. Col. 
Doug Hart said monitoring activities 
merely meant tracking media coverage 
of the protest. “We do not spy on 
people," Hart said. “Never have, never 
will." 

A member of the women's 
peace group Code Pink, which was one 
of the groups involved in the Mother's 
Day protest, took issue. 

"Even with a seemingly 
innocent act as watching TV, they're 
breaking the law," said Natalie Wormeli, 
who wore a T-shirt reading "One Nation 
Under Surveillance." 

The Guard has described the 
unit as consisting of two members who 
monitor the military's classified e-mail 
system and seven others who help 
gauge terrorist threats to bridges, 
buildings and other structures. 

Protesters spoke outside the 
Guard's headquarters in a suburban 
Sacramento office park. One soldier 
blocked the locked headquarters door 
as the protesters tried to enter. 

Officials in the Guard and the 
governor's office said they will cooperate 
in the federal inquiry. 

The Schwarzenegger 

administration also is concerned about 
whether the Guard "may have exceeded 
its mandate in the realm of intelligence 
operations," Deputy Chief of Staff 
Richard Costigan III said.

Shariah Law 

Shariah Law, which has been 
introduced in 12 Nigerian states, is 
based on the Koran and Hadith, the 
Islamic holy book and teachings. It 
imposes a strict code of conduct. For 
example, if an individual is convicted of 
stealing, the punishment is amputation 
of his hand. In the case of adultery, the 
punishment is death by stoning. The 
Christian leader Rev. Obiora Ike said of 


the Shariah Law, “If you go around 
Nigerian villages, you will see people 
missing one hand or one foot. Do you 
think that’s the result of an illness? That 
is the result of Shariah Law.” 

Shariah Law has had a violent 
and devastating effect on Christians and 
all of Nigerian society. Militant Muslims 
have used Shariah as an excuse, or 
justification, to force their brand of Islam 
on non-Muslims. This has resulted in a 
wave of violence and attacks against 
Christians, their homes, churches and 
villages as the militants wage jihad, or 
holy war, against them. Shariah Law 
also allows violent attacks against non- 
Muslims and the killing of former 
Muslims who have converted to 
Christianity or other faiths. The 
destruction of churches and the 
prohibition of new church construction 
are considered legitimate actions. 

More than 10,000 Christians 
have been killed since 1999 in Nigeria, 
the year Shariah Law was introduced. 
Nearly 1,000 homes and churches have 
been burned down by Muslim radicals. 
Hundreds of thousands of Christians are 
now refugees (and many widowed), 
because their Muslim neighbors have 
been unwilling to tolerate living together 
with “infidels.”

IRS and FDIC Abet Illegal 
Immigration 

Across the country, particularly 
in Texas and parts of the Midwest, 
hundreds of illegal immigrants have 
bought homes using special lending 
programs that bypass the need for a 
Social Security number. Now, with 
backing from some of the country's 
largest financial institutions, this newest 
effort to tap customers for the real 
estate market is moving to the nation's 
largest concentration of illegal 
immigrants — California. 

Advocates of tighter controls 
on immigration oppose the idea of illegal 
residents buying homes here. Lending 
money to illegal immigrants encourages 
others to cross the border, they say. 

"They have no right to own 
property in the United States because 
they have no right to be here in the first 
place," said Diana Hull, president of 
Californians for Population Stabilization. 

Legally, that's not quite true. 
Unlike some countries — Mexico, for 
example — the United States generally 
does not restrict foreign citizens from 
buying real estate. 


But for years, because 
qualifying for a mortgage required a 
Social Security number, the only way for 
an illegal immigrant to do so was by 
using a false number. In addition, such 
immigrants often were rejected or 
overlooked by legitimate lenders, 
leaving them vulnerable to fraud. 

Lenders have a powerful 
incentive to find ways to get around 
those barriers: tens of thousands of 
potential customers. The National Assn, 
of Hispanic Real Estate Professionals 
estimates that more than 216,000 
undocumented immigrants, including 
many who have been in the country for 
decades, could buy homes if they had 
better access to the market. 

Despite their undocumented 
status, many prospective buyers earn 
steady incomes, face little risk of 
deportation and are desperate to 
become homeowners. Their purchases 
would amount to millions of dollars in 
mortgages. 

The opportunity to get illegal 
immigrants into the market begins with 
the IRS, which is happy to collect 
peoples' taxes, regardless of their 
immigration status. 

Nearly a decade ago, the IRS 
began giving out Individual Taxpayer 
Identification Numbers so people 
without Social Security numbers could 
pay taxes. Since then, more than 8 
million applicants have received 
numbers, and about 2 million are used 
annually on tax returns. 

The IRS knows illegal 
immigrants are using the numbers to get 
mortgages. 

"We don't have control over 
whatever the taxpayers do with the 
numbers other than filing a tax return," 
spokeswoman Irma Trevino said. 

Citibank has been offering 
loans to illegal immigrants in California 
under a pilot program since September. 
But it has not advertised widely and 
wouldn't discuss details with a reporter. 
It has relied largely on ACORN and 
individual immigrants and real estate 
agents to get out the word. 

"Citibank is the largest financial 
institution in the world," said Gary 
Acosta, a co-founder of the Latino real 
estate group. "They are interested in the 
business opportunity." 

Even though large underwriters 
such as Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac 
aren't buying the loans, other financial 
institutions are being urged on by one of 
the nation's chief banking regulators, the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. Eager 
to guard against predatory lending 
practices, the FDIC is encouraging 
banks to reach out to the Latino 
population — both documented and 




undocumented. The loans based on tax 
identification numbers are one way to do 
that. 

FDIC officials predict that 
despite the slow start, the loans will take 
off in California, with its huge illegal- 
immigrant population. 

"It happened in Chicago," said 
FDIC spokeswoman Linda Ortega. "And 
it will happen in Los Angeles."

Mount Weather: Fallout 
Shelter of the Ruling Class 

In the best-selling 1962 spy 
thriller Seven Days in May the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff plot to overthrow the U.S. 
president. Their conspiracy centers on a 
place called Mount Thunder, a secret 
subterranean command post where 
government leaders would go in the 
event of a nuclear attack. 

On December 1, 1974, a TWA 
Boeing 727 jet crashed into a fog- 
shrouded mountain in northern Virginia, 
killing all ninety-two persons aboard. 
Near the wreckage was a fenced 
government reserve identified as Mount 
Weather. 

Mount Weather is a real place; 
eighty-five acres located forty-five miles 
west of Washington and 1,725 feet 
above sea level, near the town of 
Bluemont, Virginia. In the event of all- 
out war, elite civilian and military leaders 
are to be taken to Mount Weather's 
cavernous underground shelter to 
become the nucleus of a postwar 
American society. 

The Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) runs 
Mount Weather. When it has to talk 
about the place, it calls it the "special 
facility." Its more common name comes 
from a weather station that the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture had 
maintained on the mountain. 

The authors of Seven Days in 
May, Fletcher Knebel and Charles W. 
Bailey II, were Washington journalists 
who learned a lot about the then-quite- 
secret post. The novel disguises 
directions to Mount Weather slightly. 
Actually you continue on Route 7 west 
of Leesburg, turning left on Route 601 
just west of Bluemont. Route 601 runs 
right up to the gates of Mount Weather. 
Residents have long known there is 
something funny about that road; it is 
always the first road cleared after a 
snowstorm. 

It is all but impossible to keep 
such a place secret. The Appalachian 
Trail runs right by Mount Weather, and 
hikers can get close enough to see 
signs and flashing lights. In the late 


1960s an unidentified "hippie" is 
supposed to have stumbled upon the 
facility and sketched it from a tree. His 
drawing turned up in the Quicksilver 
TIMES, an underground newspaper in 
Washington. 

You don't get into Mount 
Weather without an invitation. The 
entrance is said to be like the door to a 
bank vault, only thicker, set into a 
mountain made out of the toughest 
granite in the East. It is guarded around 
the clock. 

Residents tell of the time a 
hunt club chased a fox onto the site and 
triggered an alarm. The club had to go 
to the main gate to get the dogs back. 

Mount Weather got more 
unsolicited publicity in 1975. Senator 
John Tunney (D-Calif.) charged that 
Mount Weather held dossiers on 
100,000 or more Americans. A 
sophisticated computer system gives 
the installation access to detailed 
information on the lives of virtually every 
American citizen, Tunney claimed. 
Mount Weather personnel stonewalled 
question after question in two Senate 
hearings. 

"I don't understand what they're 
trying to hide out there," Douglas Lea, 
staff director of the Senate 
Subcommittee on Constitutional Rights, 
said. "Mount Weather is just closed up 
to us." Tunney complained that Mount 
Weather was "out of control.” 

Mount Weather has been 
owned by the government since 1903, 
when the site was purchased by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. Calvin 
Coolidge talked about building a 
summer White House there. In World 
War I it was an artillery range, and 
during the Depression it was a workfarm 
for hobos. 

In the event of a nuclear attack 
the president is supposed to board a 
Boeing 747 National Emergency 
Airborne Command Post ("Kneecap"). 
That is presumed to be safer than any 
point on the ground. The president's 
plane can be refueled in the air and may 
be able to stay airborne for as long as 
three days. Then its engine will conk out 
for lack of oil. That is where Mount 
Weather comes in. 

Government geologists 

selected the site because it has some of 
the most impregnable rock in the United 
States. The shelter was started in the 
Truman administration, and it took years 
to tunnel into the mountain. 

There is a whole chain of 
shelters for leaders and critical 
personnel. The Federal Relocation Arc, 
a system of ninety-six shelters for 
specific U.S. Government agencies, 
sweeps through North Carolina, Virginia, 


West Virginia, Maryland, and 
Pennsylvania. A duplicate of the 
Pentagon is located at a site called 
Raven Rock in Maryland. The 
administrative center of the whole 
system, and the place where the top 
civilians would go, is Mount Weather. 

Mount Weather is much more 
than a fallout shelter; it is a troglodytic 
Levittown. In the mid-1970s Richard 
Pollack, a writer for Progressive 
magazine, interviewed a number of 
persons who had been associated with 
Mount Weather. According to them, 
Mount Weather is an underground city 
with roads, sidewalks, and a battery- 
powered subway. A spring-fed artificial 
lake gleams in the fluorescent light. 
There are office buildings, cafeterias, 
and hospitals. Large dormitories are 
furnished with bunks or "hot cots" -- 
hammocks intended to be occupied in 
three eight-hour shifts. There are private 
apartments as well. Mount Weather has 
its own waterworks, food storage, and 
power plant. A "bubble- shaped pod" in 
the East Tunnel houses one of the most 
powerful computers in the world. 

A futuristic color videophone 
system is the basic means of 
communication within Mount Weather's 
subterranean world. "All important staff 
meetings were conducted via color 
television as far back as 1958, long 
before it was generally available to the 
public," one former staffer bragged. 

The most surprising of 
Pollack's revelations is that Mount 
Weather has a working back-up of U.S. 
Government EVEN NOW. Undisclosed 
persons there duplicate the 
responsibilities of our elected leaders, 
making Mount Weather an eerie 
doppelganger of the United States 

Installed at Mount Weather 
are nine federal departments: 
Agriculture, Commerce, Health and 
Human Services, Housing and Urban 
Development, Interior, Labor, State, 
Transportation, and the Treasury. 
Miniature versions of the Selective 
Service, the Veteran's Administration, 
the Federal Communications 
Commission, the Post Office, the Civil 
Service Commission, the Federal 
Power Commission, and the Federal 
Reserve are there, too. 

"High-level government 

sources, speaking under the promise of 
strict anonymity, told me that each of 
the federal departments represented at 
Mount Weather is headed by a single 
person on who is conferred Cabinet- 
level official," Pollack reported. 
"Protocol even demands that 
subordinates address them as 'Mr. 
Secretary.' Each of the Mount Weather 
'Cabinet members' is apparently 



appointed by the White House and 
serves an indefinite term. Many of the 
'secretaries' have held their positions 
through several administrations." 

Twice a month, Mount 
Weather stages a war game to train its 
personnel and explore various dire 
scenarios. Once a year they pull out all 
the stops and have a super drill in 
which REAL Cabinet members and 
White House staffers fly in from 
Washington. 

General Leslie Bray, director 
of the Federal Preparedness Agency, 
FEMA's predecessor, told the Senate 
that Mount Weather has extensive files 
on "military installations, government 
facilities, communications, 

transportation, energy and power, 
agriculture, manufacturing, wholesale 
and retail services, manpower, 
financial, medical and educational 
institutions, sanitary facilities, 
population, housing shelter, and 
stockpiles." Additional information is 
kept in safekeeping at other shelters in 
the Federal Relocation Arc. 

There is a body of opinion that 
considers Mount Weather obsolete. It 
was reported that the TWA jet crash 
knocked out power at Mount Weather 
for two and a half hours. What would a 
bomb do? 

In 1975 General Bray told the 
Senate that the Mount Weather 
survivor list had sixty-five hundred 
names on it. Besides the president, 
vice-president and Cabinet members 
little is known and the few existing 
accounts conflict. 

For instance, what about 
Congress? General Bray said that his 
responsibilities included the executive 
branch only. But in an interview in 
1976, Senator Hubert Humphrey 
insisted that he had visited the shelter 
and seen "a nice little chamber, rostrum 
and all," for postnuclear sessions of 
Congress. 

Furthermore, Earl Warren is 
said to have been invited when he was 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court. 
Warren refused because he was not 
allowed to take his wife. 

The vast majority of the 
persons on the list are believed to be 


ranking bureaucrats from the nine 
federal agencies with branches at 
Mount Weather. Pollack said he heard 
stories that some construction workers 
were on the list "because, the Mount 
Weather analysts reasoned, excavation 
work for mass graves would be needed 
immediately in the aftermath of a 
thermonuclear war." General Bray

North to Canada 

Gun owners in Toronto may 
soon be prohibited from keeping their 
firearms at home even if they are 
properly licensed and registered, Mayor 
David Miller said yesterday. 

"There's no reason to own a 
gun in Toronto -- collector or not. If you 
are a collector and you have a permit, 
the guns need to be stored in a way that 
they can't be stolen. And perhaps a 
centralized facility of some kind could 
accomplish that goal," Mr. Miller told the 
National Post. 

Following a spate of shootings 
in Toronto, the Mayor has asked city 
lawyers and the police to determine 
whether the municipality has the "legal 
ability" to require individuals to store 
their weapons at a secure facility such 
as a gun club. 

The Mayor has repeatedly 
blamed lax gun laws in the United 
States for some of Toronto's violence, 
saying half of the firearms in the city 
originated in the United States. 

"I understand there was one 
theft from a collector two years ago, 
where some of the guns were recovered 
after being used in murders in Toronto," 
he said. 

Police have also speculated a 
theft in June of 46 handguns, along with 
three rifles and ammunition, from a 
collector in Port Hope, 100 kilometres 
east of the city, has contributed to the 
recent increase in shootings. 

Mr. Miller noted several U.S. 
cities such as Chicago have passed 
ordinances restricting handgun 
ownership. But legal gun owners argue 
the new rules would only make life 
simpler for criminals. 


"It would just put all the 
firearms in one place so they could all 
be stolen at one time," said Eric Greer of 
the Ontario Arms Collectors Association. 
"That would be a wonderful thing." 

Mr. Greer added the Mayor's 
proposal would not prevent criminals 
from acquiring weapons, noting Canada 
enacted its first handgun registry in 
1934. 

"It hasn't made one iota of 
difference. And the reason is the people 
that registered their handguns don't 
commit the crimes. The people who 
commit crimes don't register their guns. 
It's as simple as that," he said. 

Mayor Miller said, "If somebody 
has a gun, that's illegal, whether or not 
they've shot it should be irrelevant. They 
should be treated like they've shot it and 
tried to kill somebody. So when they 
come to court, they shouldn't get out. 
They should be kept in court until they're 
tried."
